Th e Defense Loses an Important 


Point in th e Sh erman 


Case. 


Th e defense in th e case of Ch arles 
V. Sh erman, wh o is being tried at 
Hamilton for wife mnrder, y esterday 
suffered a sev ere blow at th e h ands of 
th e Hamilton Ch ief of Police, wh o 
was allowed to testify as to th e con­ 
fession made by Sh erman wh ile in th e 
Hamilton h ospital. 
Th e Ch ief of Police said th at Sh er­ 
man h ad stated, among oth er th ings, 
“ I first h it h er with my fist, th en 
with a ch air and th en with a h atch et. ’’ 
Th e first witness called* at th e open­ 
ing of th e case Tuesday was L. C. 
Ov erpeck by wh om it was intended 
to introduce certain ph otograph s taken 
of th e h ouse and th e room in wh ich 
th e crime was committed. 
Albert P. Wagner was th en called. 
He testified th at h e was a funeral 
director and th at between 6 :30 and on 
th e ev ening of August 24, 1904, h e 
was called to th e Sh erman residence 
at 41 Sy camore street, to take ch arge 
of th e body of Mrs. Sh erman. 
He de 
scribed th e scenes at th e h ouse npon 
h is arriv al. 
Witness took th e body to h is place 
and prepared it for burial. 
He stated 
th at h e was present at th e autopsy 
h eld by Dr. Bry an Sharkey and describ­ 
ed th e injuries. 
Under 
th e 
instructions 
of 
th e 
coroner, witness said h e took ch arge 
of 
th e cloth ing 
of th e 
murdered 
wotnau, th e h atch et, knife and broken 
ch air found in th e h ouse and kept 
th em until h e deliv ered th em to th e 
grand 
jury . ^Witness 
identified a 
waist worn by Mrs. Sh erman wh en 
sh e was killed, and th e knife, h atch et 
and broken ch air wh ich were offered 
in ev idence. 
On crews ex amination Wagner said 
th at h e conld not swear th at 
th e 
h atch et produced in court was th e 
same one h e h ad taken from th e Sh er­ 
man h ouse, but h e said, “ I don’t th ink 
any one would want to switch h atch 
ets. ’ * 
Witness described th e dead woman 
as about 5 feet 9 or 8 inch es in h eigh t, j 
weigh ing about 160 pounds. 
Wagner dropped th e 
information 
th at h e h ad been to th e office of th e 
prosecutor in th e morning before court 
conv ened. 
Th e defense immediately 
grasped at th is and proceeded to eti 
large upon it. 
Wagner said lie went 
th ere in order to identify th e cloth ing. 
Th e nex t witness called was Oh as. 
Letsch e, wh ose h ome was across th e 
street from th e Sh erman’s. 
He told 
of being one of th e party th at h ad first 
found th e couple. 
He corroborated 
th e statements of oth er witnesses as 
to wliat Sh erman h ad said to th em. 
Letsch e said h e didn’t th ink 
Sh er 
man was unconscious wh ile being ta ­ 
ken to th e h ospital. 
All th rough 
th e testimony th ere 
h av e 
been 
freq uent 
interruptions, 
especially on th ejpart of th e prosecu 
tor, wh ile ■ witnesses were in th e mid- • 
die of th eir 
answers, by inserting 
leading q uestions and oth er irrelev ant 
remarks. 
Th e court 
cautioned 
th e 
counsel on eith er side not to th us in 
terrupt. 
Joh n Welsh , wh o liv ed two doors 
west of th e Sh ermans was nex t called. 
He described entering th e h ouse af 
ter th e tragedy , repeating, in th e es­ 
sential particulars, wh at 
preceiling 
witnesses 
h av e 
told 
of observ ing. 
Wh enlbeing cross ex amined th e de 
fense sough t to sh ow th at a large 
crowd of people, as many as th irty or 
fortv , entered th e h ouse and 
went 
th rough it. 
Welsh 
said 
policemen 
were stationed at th e doors wh ile h e 
was th ere, and th ere were many peo­ 
ple outside. 
Th e singular part of it is th at in 
th is serious trial wh ich brings oat th e 
most gruesome ev ents, occur freq uent­ 
ly th ose h umorous little tilts between 
th e attorney s wh ich may serv e a good 
purpose and wh ich may not. 
Monday afternoon th e testimony of 


May or Bosch , of Hamilton, was con­ 
cluded and 
th ree 
oth er witnesses, 
Officers Kramer, Dulle and Dr. Sh ar­ 
key ,"were also on th e stand. 
Officer Kramer h ad been one of th e 
first to enter th e h ouse after th e trag­ 
edy . 
He said h e h eard Sh erman say , 
“ Gentlemen, th is is all a case of jeal­ 
ousy . 
Sh e wanted to go away to work 
and I didn’t want h er to.*’ 
At th is point, th e prosecutor walked 
up to th e witness stand and began 
talking to witness in a low tone. 
Th e attorney for th e defense immedi­ 
ately raised 
objection 
strenuously , 
ch arging h im with prompting a w it­ 
ness. 
Th e prosecutor denied it and 
for a minute sparks flew. 
Officer Dull© was nex t called. 
He 
also was among th e first to enter th e 
Sh erman h ome. 
He remembered h ear­ 
ing Sh erman say ing, “ Did y on ev er 
j th ink I would do a tiling like th is?’’ 
Dr. Bry an Sh arkey , of Middletown, 
O., broth er of th e coroner, was nex t 
called. 
He told of h av ing made an 
ex amination of th e body at th e morgue. 
He described 
th e 
v arious wounds 
and said th e cause of death was a frac­ 
ture of th e skull. 
Any one of th e 
four fractures 
conld 
h av e 
caused 
death , h e said. 
Th e attorney for th e 
defense [sough t in h is cross ex amina 
tion of th e witnesses to sh ow th at sev ­ 
eral of th e injuries were accidentally 
self-inflicted in a terrific struggle. 
Court finally 
adjourned 
at 
five 
minutes till six o’clock. 
¡¡Ch arles V. Sh erman 
th e accused 
man, sits, h onr after h our, just back 
of h is attorney s, with body bent for­ 
ward and occupy ing only th e edge of 
th e ch air. 
He lias not been seen to 
rest back in h is ch air at any time. 
He does not appeaer disturbed h ow 
ev er, but listens 
intently to every 
word daring th e trial.

Bill. 


During th e discussion of th e temper­ 
ance bill in th e Senate Tuesday . Sena­ 
tor E. E Hendee. from Rush , Han 
cock and Madison counties, in h is ad­ 
dress took a strong stand for th e bill. 
His words receiv ed h earty applause 
from th e temperance leaders in th e 
lobby and galleries. 
“ Th is bill, if enafceed, will do noth ­ 
ing more th an giv e th e people th e 
righ t to decide wh at th ey will h av e 
and wh at th ey will not h av e,” said 
Senator Hendee. 
“ According to such a law mv com­ 
munity , if it did not want a saloon 
in its midst, could say so effectiv ely . 
Some oth er 
community wh ich 
did 
want a liq uor h ouse could h av e it. 
If 
my community does not want a sa­ 
loon, th ank God it is not com pellet! to 
h av e it. 
Th e bill simply refers th e 
liq uor q uestion back to th e people, and 
we sh ould nev er be afraid to refer 
th ee# q uestions ¡¡¡back to th # people ” 


Indianapolis, Feb. 1.—Th e v ictory of 
th e temperance forces In th e senate, 
wh ich h as adv anced th e Moore bill, 
wh ile not 30 complete as h oped for. is 
nev erth eless very pleasing to th ose 
wh o are interested in th e proposed 
reform. 
Th e adv ocates of th e radical 
ch ange in th e Nich olson law« h ad anti 
cipated more trouble in th e senate 
th an in th e h ouse, inasmuch as th e 
liq uor interests were pay ing more at­ 
tention to th e senate. 
Th e amend 
ment provides th at a remonstrance 
may be against any or all applicants 
of th e townsh ip or ward for a period 
of two y ears 
Th e Guirl bill, wh ich is pending be­ 
fore th e h ouse and wh ich h as vtovernor 
Hanlv ’s endorsement, provides th at 
one remonstrance sh all stand against 
all applicants, not any or all. 
Th is 
latter provision was made necessary 
in th e senate in order to get th e bill 
th rough in any form 
Th e way s and means committee h as 
reported fav orably th e Springer bill 
for a new south eastern Indiana h os 
pital for th e insane. An appropriation 
of # 56,000 is auth orized. 
A 
h ill proh ibiting county commis­ 
sioners from granting franch ises on 
country roads to railroad and inter 
urban companies h as been report©d fa 
vorably . 
Th e bill appropriating # 15,000 for a 
monument to Oliver P. Morton passed 
th e senate by a vote of 32 to 13. 
A bill making Saturday afternoon a 
legal h oliday with banks and trust 
companies in Indianapolis. Ev ansville. 
Fort Way ne, Terre Haute and South 
Bend was passed by th e senate. 
Among th e important bills intro 
dueed in th e h ouse were: 
To proh ibit 
th e location of saloons with in 500 feet 
of sch ool buildings; to make th e coun­ 
ty surv ey or th e superv isor of ditch es; 
to appoint additional deputy In 
o f f i c e 
of superintendent of public instruc 
tlon; to permit county commissioners 
to build ditch es on priv ate property in 
making public Improv ements: to In­ 
crease salaries of townsh ip trustees 
from $2 to # 3 a day ; providing th at 
county commissioners may make con 
tracts for auditing of county officers’ 
books with out appropriation; to permit, 
mortgage tax ex emption of # 1.500, 
prov iding for rebate on tax es on forest 
lands: 
abolish ing 
# 10,000 limit 
as 
measure of damages for accidental 
death by anoth er’s carelessness; abol­ 
ish ing use of screen doors, frosted 
windows and oth er obstructions to 
view into saloons, and confining bus! 
ness to one room; to abolish day s of 
grace on notes; to appropriate $8.00# 
for maintenance of blind men 
wh o 
h av e learned no trade; to make terms 
of city sch ool superintendents four 
y ears; to proh ibit drainage of fresh 
water lakes and placing th e county 
surv ey or in ch arge of work of clean 
ing drain allotments: prov iding th at 
parole boards sh all serv e notice for 
application for parole.

Feb. 1.—Th ere seems 
to be a decided disposition th is time to 
legislate in fav or of th e soldiers. Sen­ 
ator Ly ons’ bill giving v eterans of th e 
Spanish -Americau and Ph ilippine wars 
preference ov er all applicants for mi­ 
nor positions at state institutions h as 
passed th e senate and will probably 
pass in th e h ouse 
Representativ e 
Sh ively of South Bend h as Introduced 
a bill to compel th e state soldiers’ 
h ome to care for th e widows of v et­ 
erans. 
Senator Bell h as a bill for a 
tax of not more th an 3 cents on th e 
# 100 to maintain county soldiers’ mon­ 
uments. Representativ e McHenry h as 
offered to ex empt soldiers and marines 
from tax ation on # 1.000 worth of prop­ 
erty . 
Th e senate h as passed a bill 
appropriating # 35,000 for a monument 
in h onor of Oliver P. Morton th e great 
war governor. 
In addition to th ese 
measures in beh alf of th e v eterans th e 
legislativ e v isitation committee recom­ 
mended an appropriation of # 50,000 
for a soldiers’ widows’ building at th e 
soldiers’ h ome in Lafay ette.

They are charged with having 
conspired on Feb. 1, 1902. to defraud 
the United Sta tes government of pub 
He lands by preparing and signing af­ 
fidavits as to the occupation and 9« t 
tlement of these lands. 
Senator 
Mitchell 
is 
specifically 
charged with having at Washington. 
D. C.. on March 3. 1902, unlawfully 
prepared an affidavit for Emma L. 
Watson to sign. In which Mrs. Watson 
untruthfully swore that 
she 
was a 
bona-fide settler on a portion of these 
lands.
